GEORGE E. KASSABAUM. FAIA

The new rate will be $18.00 an 
nually, an increase of $3.00 over 
the amount charged for the past 
ive years. 

Staff salary increases voted by 
the legislature, money for a new 
investigator, postal and dota 
processing charges and mounting 
printing costs have hod to be 
met. Receipts for the 1967-68 
fiscal year barely topped the 
actual Board costs, and left no 
coverage fo cover the State's un- 
charged expenses of office rent, 
maintenance, telephone, and ser- 
vices of other state departments. 

Renewal notices are mailed the 
middle of November and must be 
returned with accompanying firm 
information and seal impression 
by December 31.
